TAIPEI (Thursday) — (INS) 


—Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, in a farewell statement 
upon leaving Formosa, as- 
sured Chinese Nationalists to- 
day that the United States v/ill 
continue to fight against ad- 
mission of Red China to the 
United Nations. 


In the statement the Vice Presi- 


dent tried to clarify the confu- 
sion which arose in Chinese Na- 
tionalist circles over a statement 
by Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter DuUes. 


Dulles said Monday that the 
United States could not veto Red 
China's admission into the U.N. 
General Assembly since veto 
power is exercised only in the 
U.N. 
Security Council. 


Nixon told the Chinese there 


was "nothing new" in the Dulles 
statement a n d it indicated no 
change in American policy to- 
ward Red China.

ment, Nixon said: 


"The United States will con- 


tinue to oppose vigorously ad- 
mission to the United Nations of 
a government which has waged j 
war against the United Nations,j

"At a news conference which dealt almost 


entirely with the politically explosive case, 
Eisenhower said he was voicing his own 
opinion In declaring he is opposed to sub- 
poenaing- Truman." 


In all the noise and fury of recent days since 


a native-born Nebraskan. Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell, the chief law-enforcement 
officer of the United States government, 
hauled out and dusted off a case which earlier 
had been presented to a federal grand jury, 
only to be brushed aside by that grand jury, 
it has been crystal clear to thoughtful Amer- 
icans that what America needs most in these 
hours is a return to reason. 


Do men occupying the high office of Presi- 


dent deliberately court a place of everlasting 
infamy in the pages of history? Do men, bear- 
ing all the crushing burdens of that office, 
knowingly betray not only it but betray them- 
selves? 
When partisanship gets out of hand, 


and frequently it does, it seems difficult if not 
impossible to restore even a semblance OL 
common sense to controversy. It seems to be- 
come difficult even to think sensibly. Thisus 
the awful aspect which clouds the national 
scene at times. 


What did the same news agency report for- 


mer President Truman telling a New York 
audience Tuesday night? 
-Departing from his prepared text, Mr. Tru- 
man declared: 


"In all I did when I was President to com- 


bat Communism, I always sought to preserve 
the light* of the individual. I always tried to 
hold in check those ugly passions of intoler- 
ance and hate which can be so easily manipu- 
lated by unscrupulous demagogues. For this 
I was sometimes accused of being soft. This, 


of course, to ridiculous. . . . The great mea- 
sures we tc*k !• foreign policy U cheek Com- 
munist aggression abroad and the measures 
we took at home to enforce the laws against 
eslponage and sabotage and subversion are 
evidence that I was moving relentlessly 
against all our enemies, both foreign and 
domestic. But if our central government does 
not distinguish between the real dangers of 
Communism and the hysterical fear of it, if 
our national leaders do not stand firm against 
panic, and against the invasion of individual 
freedoms, then we are in for some bad times." 


Those words, particularly the closing words, 


need to be read and re-read. 
They utter a 


great truth of vital importance in this land of 
the free. 


Rarely has there been a press conference in 


this country which has presented such a 
sorry picture as the one that took place in 
Washington Wednesday. 


* 
One of the newsmen asked the President 


if he felt Mr. Truman would knowingly ap- 
point a Communist spy to office. Mr. Eisen- 
hower replied that he did not—that such a 
thing was inconceivable to him. Still another, 
the representative of the New York Times, 
asked the President if—a grand jury having 
decided that there is insufficient evidence 
against a man to indict him—it is proper for 
the attorney general to accuse this man of be- 
ing a spy and accuse a tormer President of 
harboring him. To which the President re- 
plied that he is neither a judge nor an ac- 
complished lawyer—questions along that line 
should be addressed to Brownell. 


All in all, a sad, depressing press confer- 


ence which could not give to people living be- 
yond the borders of the United States any- 
thing but a drab picture of this country. 


Who is it that speaks for this administra- 


tion? 
The President, it would seem, has 


sought to make amends for the actions of his 
attorney general and for congressional com- 
mittee members. The time has come for him 
to crack down on those around him—to assert 
his own leadership—to insist that those he 
placed in responsible posts be responsible to 
him.

Japan, the Japanese government 
indicated it would like a navy 
of 300,000 tons, all small coastal 
craft; an army of 250,000 troops; 
and an air force of four wings, 
three to be F-84 fighter bombers 
and one to be F-86 jet intercep- 
ters. 


The Pentagon agreed on the 


300,000 naval tonnage, recom- 
mended a 300,000-man army and 
approved four air wings, except 
they should all be interceptors 
and no fighter-bombers. Spe- 
cifically, the Air Force recom- 
mended 1-000 combat planes and 
500 supporting planes, mostly 
trainers, for Japan. 


However, P r i m e Minister 


Shigeru Yoshida's special nego- 
tiator Hayato 
Ikeda, threw a 


bombshell into the talks by ask- 
ing for only 200,000 naval ton- 
nage and no air force at all. In- 
stead he advocated a long-range 
goal of 300,000 to 400,000 troops. 


The final decision will prob- 


ably depend on what policy the 
Eisenhower a d m i n i s t r a - 
tion adopts toward Red China.

After holding a series of brisk 


hearings here in Washington the 
chairman has taken his commis- 
sion to Europe. 
The congres- 


sional members were somewhat 
startled at this development since 
they did not realize that the act 
creating the study group and au- 
thorizing its report empowered 
them to take a firsthand look 
at the European trade picture. 
But Randall pointed out that 
specific reference is made in the 
law to the necessity to study 
such institutions as the Schumann 
coal and steel pool and the Euro- 
pean payments union. 


To the surprise of some skep- 


tics. Randall got several of the 
more reluctant of the .conjrres- 
sional members of the commis- 
sion to accompany him. One is 
Srn. Eugene Millikin (R-Cote). 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee. 
Another is Rep. 


Dan Rwd, the New York State 
Republican who as chairman of 
the House TVays and Means 
Committee fou*«; Ihe admfnis- 
tratioa on taxt» it Uie last ses- 
sion. 


But this is a minor victory in 


a skirmish that as not the major 
batlle. 
Randall, a staunch be- 


liever 5n President Eisenhower's 
free-trade policy, has no illu- 
sions about the final outcome. He 
was told that almost as soon as 
1he commission was named. Mil- 
liken • and a third Republican 
member. Rep. Richard Simpson 
of Pennsylvania had begun to 
prepare a minority report. That 
minority report would oppose 
the view of Randall, which favors 
the scahnR down of America's 
trade barriers.

Publicly, of course, Randall 


docs not warn to admit to the 
virtual certainty of a majority 
and a minority report. He taitcs 
of a reasonable compromise that 
will bring all members oi the 
commission together. 


In the past he has had some 


experience in getting ppposites 
to agree On a middle position. As 
a member of Harvard Univer- 
sity's Board of Overseers he 
headed a committee to consider 
charges of Communist teaching 
in certain departments. To the 
surprise of everyone Randall got 
agreement on a report on this 
controversial issue. 


But, admittedly, the task now 


before him is a much tougher 
one. In the last session of Con- 
gress, Rep. 'Simpson pushed a 
bill that would have the effect of 
raising tariffs in many fields. 
The administration bad to use all 
possible pressure to beat down 
this effort and get a continuation 
for a year of the reciprocal trade 
agreements act inherited from- 
the past. 


Today ia many areas the drive 


to raise the harriers is much 
more acute. The United ' States 
Tariff .Commission is holding 
hearings on the lead and sine 
industry, with mine workers and 
mine owners from toe West de- 
nouncing 
foreign 
competition 


that has shut down mines and 
brought economic .mishap .to 
many communities. 


A majority report favoring 


constructive steps to free the 
channels of world trade would 
presumably be signed by Chair- 
man Randall and the other pub- 
lic members of the commission, 
and by the Democrats from Con- 
gress "joined by one or two Re- 
publicans: A minority report 
would be signed by Representa- 
tives Simpson and Reed, by Sen. 
Millikin and perhaps also by Sen. 
Prescott Bush of Connecticut. 


But such a splat coming just 


before the President would have 
to make his recommendations in 
the Stale-of-the-Union message 
in January would have its em- 
barrassing side. 
In taking the 


majority view, the 
President 


would be going against the Re- 
publican chairmen of powerful 
committees with 
whom 
the 


White House must co-operate to 
gc1 an administration program 
adopted. 


For Randall, loo. such a split 


would be embarrassing. He will 
shortly retire as head of the In- 
land Steel Corporation in Chi- 
cago. But at 62 he is full of 
energy and eager for a further 
career. Republicans have urged 
him to run for the Senate 
against Democratic Paul Doug- 
las, up for re-election next year, 
and Randall is

to

tempted. But against the back- 
ground of a split report alienat- 
ing powerful figures in the GOP, 
Randall would not get off to * 
good start. So much as at stake 
in this is»ue for individuals as 
well as for the economy of th« 
country.

Blood Tests

ber, then decline quickly. One 
year, the "X" disease reached a 
peak 15 days later, then declined 
ft bit, then rose again. Another 


year, it cam* in three successive 
waves.

Existence of the "X" disease 


explains why the new 'flu vac- 
cine sometimes seems to fail to 
work, Dr. Salk said. His tests 
show that the vaccine gives real 
protection against 'flu, f o r at 
least two years time. But the 
"X" hit equally among troops 
vaccinated against influenza, and 
those not vaccinated. 


The "X" causes fever and all 


the other symptoms of 'flu. The 
"X" attack is usually mild, last- 
ing one to five days. So far no 
deaths have been attributed to it. 


If the cause is found, the 'flu 


vaccine could be expanded 
to 


protect against the "X" as well 
as against 'flu, Dr. Salk said.

employee* of the Department of 
the Interior, Secretary McKay so 
far has been able to appoint 47, 
Clarence A. Davis of Lincoln 
said Wednesday. 


Davis, now solicitor of the De- 
partment of Interior, made this 
statement at a news conference 
in Omaha where he was to par- 
ticipate in an institute on appel- 
late procedure. 
Davis said this low ratio of 


appointments by the new admin- 
istration is the result of exten- 
sion of the civil service system 
to the point "where some headb 
of bureaus claim civil service 
status." 
"The issue is whether 
the 


government is going to be run by 
bureaus or by elected officials," 
he declared. 
Davis referred to the recent 


suggestion of Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell that the Jus- 
tice Department be allowed to 
grant immunity in some cases to 


obtain more complete informa- 
tion' from witnesses.

F. 


Goodrich of Philadelphia, who 
also participated in the news 
conference, said that the powers 
of Congress to investigate are 
much broader than many people 
realize, but he added the com- 
mittees must turn to the courts 
for punishment of reluctant wit- 
nesses. 


Judge Goodrit-h, who is chief 


judge of the U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Third Circuit, 
Davis, and Frederick M. Deutsch, 
prominent Norfolk, Neb., attor- 
ney, 
were in Omaha to conduct 


an institute on appellate pro- 
cedure in connection with the 
54th annual meeting of the Ne- 
braska Bar Association. 


All three of the institute panel 


members approved the suggested 
merit plan for appointing dis- 
trict judges, which the bar as- 
sociation is expecting to approve 
at this convention.

They also expressed interest in 


the appointment of a court ad- 
ministrator with power to shift 
judges from one district to an- 
other to clear up backlogs of 
legal matters. 
Davis said that the long de- 


lays in bringing cases to trial 
occuu largely in cities of more 
than 50,000 and it would help 
ease this pressure if judges could 
toe brought in frc:u other dis- 
tricts where the dockets are cur- 
rent to help take care of the 
load. 


The three insisted that legal 


language — which 
baffles 
so 


many laymen—isn't archaic and 
that there are constant efforts to 
improve and simplify it. 


"It's down to the point now 


where if you'll tell a story in 
clear, understandable language 
you'll get by." Davis commented 
with reference to federal courts. 
He said that few legal writs any 
longer contain what he called 
"magic words." 


In the day-long institute Davis 


was to discuss methods of han- 


dling an appeal; Deutsch will 
discuss the position of the judge 
in appellate matters.

McKay Has Named Onl y 47 Of 55,000 Workers, Davi s Says 


OM AHA (/Ph-O f about 55,000 
employees of the D epartm ent of 
th e Interior, Secretary McKay so 
far has been able to appoint 47 , 
Clarence 
A. Davis of Lincoln 
said W ednesday. 
Davis, now solicitor of the De­ 
partm ent of Interior, made this 
statem ent a t a new s conference 
in O m aha w here he w as to par­ 
ticipate in an institute on appel­ 
late procedure. 
Davis said this low ratio of 
appointm ents by the new adm in­ 
istration is the result of exten­ 
sion of the civil service system 
to the point “w here some heads 
of bureaus claim civil service 
status.” 
“The issue 
is 
w hether 
the 
g overnm ent is g oing to be run by 
bureaus or by elected olficials,” 
he declared. 
Davis referred to the recent 
sug g estion of Attorney General 
H erbert Brownell that the Jus ­ 
tice D epartm ent be allowed to 
g rant im m unity in some cases to 


obtain m ore complete inform a­ 
tion’ from witnesses.
